Still Another Comet. 

Prof. Swift, director of the Warner 
Observatory, Rochester. N. V., has 
just verified the discovery of another 
comet, in the Constellation of Auriga, 
made July 14th, by Prof.J. M. Schae 
berle, of Ann Arbor, Mich. This new 
comet is apparently coming directly 
towards the earth. and, for a telescopic 
comet, is very brignt; indeed, it can 
readily be seen with a good opera 
glass. It is quite remarkable that it 
should be in just the spot where the 
present large comet was first seen by 
the naked eye in this latitude, and it 
shows that the two bodies must have 
crossed each- other's paths. This 
makes the fourth comet discovered 
within ten weeks, a circumstance 
heretofore unknown in history. Prof. 
Schaeberle has duly filed his applica- 
tion for the Warner prize of $200, and 
as yet he is the only claimant.

The Manufacture of Soda Water. 

In the rural districts a vile mixture 
of bi-carbonate of soda and water is 
sometimes palmed off on. the rustics 
for soda water, but in the large cities 
where the largest amount is sold, it is 
made by a far different process. The 
water, filtered and contained in copper 
or steel fountains lined with pure 
block tin, is impregnated with car- 
bonic acid gas, at a pressure of from 
150 to 200 pounds to the square inch. 
The gas is evolved in a copper genera- 
tor capable of standing an immense 
pressure, and thoroughly washed be- 
fore passing into the water. The ma- 
terials used for producing the gas in 
all places where much is used, and a 
superior qualitv desired, are snow- 
white marble dust and sulphuric acid, 
nothing making better gas than these. 
From the fountains in the cellar to 
the draught apparatus on the counter, 
the gas- impregnated water is forced 
by its own pressure through a block 
tin pipe into coolers ef pure block 
tin, and surrounded with ice, whence 
it is drawn, cool and sparkling, into 
the glass. The fresh fruit and other 
syrups are kept in glass tanks—so are 
always sweet and cold. All the ad- 
vantages of this apparatus, coupled 
with cleanliness in and and about the 
fountains, are what makes the soda 
drawn by Osburn & Shoemaker cooler, 
cleaner, and more healthful than any 
other in Reno, and eque to any in 
the world.
